Altona Council has decided to oppose the 
Housing Commission’s plans or any housing 
or industrial development of the former 
Paisley briquette dump area. 


Notice of the council's 
opposition will be sent to 
the Board of Works, the 
Housing Commission, the 
Town and Country Plan- 
ning Board and district 
Members of Parliament. 

In a report to the coun- 
cil, Dr. Leyden said the 
proposed housing de- 
velopment site was un- 
suitable, “because of its 
proximity to the refinery, 
with the danger of fire, 
explosion, noxious fumes 
and excessive noise and 
light from the fefinery”. 

“Some of these con- 

stitute safety and, to 2 

lesser extent, health 

hazards,” he said. 

All were nuisances de- 
tracting from the envir- 
onment, “and, in my 
opinion, serious objec- 
tions to the development 
of high density housing”.

The Altona Dis- 
trict Hospital has 
been hit by a marked 

decline _ in mid- 
-wifery bookings. 


The fall-off became ap- 
parent early this year. 

It resulted in a consider- 
able loss of income to the 
hospital. 

This in part contributed 
to the hospital’s deficit of 
$7494 for the financial 
year, compared with a de- 
ficit of $317 the previous 
year. 

Treasurer, Mr. R. Willis 
also reported that public’ 
patient admissions in- 
creased, adding further to 
the financial burden. 


The actual cost of keep- 
ing a patient in the hos- 
pital was $32.48 a day, 
against a return of $23. 
for’ intermediate patients 
and less for public pa- 
tients, 1 - 


However, Mr. Willis: re- 
ported that bad debts writ- 
ten off were $580 lower- 
than the previous year. 


‘This fall resulted from 
most patients being fully 
insured.
